claim to Taiwan and his in 
sistence that Nationalist China 
should tie expelled from the 
United Nations. 
But critics of Nixon’s policy 
are 
against 
any

Chinese rapprochem ent. They 
can see only danger signals 
ahead. 
This, 
unfortunately, 
is 
an 
unrealistic 
assessm ent 
of 
a 
com plex, 
i n t e r n a t i o n a l 
problem. 
As 
Nixon 
k nows 
well, there 
are 
no 
sim ple 
s o l u t i o n s 
in 
diplom acy. 
F o r e i g n 
relations 
cannot 
rem ain static for the simple 
reason 
that 
tim e 
does 
not 
stand still. 
Undeniably the President is 
at his best when dealing with 
foreign affairs. 
He also un­ 
derstands com m unism . 
A d m i 11 e d 1 y . 
Pek ing's 
M arxist Leninist 
dictatorship 
is as obnoxious and dangerous 


as 
Moscow's. 
But, 
as 
Mr. 
Nixon sees it, the Red world 
is no longer a monolithic bloc. 
Because 
of 
the 
Russian- 
l hiñ eses conflict, the "bloc" 
is now a group of states with 
a 
com mon 
M arxist Leninist 
doctrine 
hut 
with 
powerful 
and 
conflicting 
national 
in 
lores!s to which Washington 
must from tim e to tim e adjust 
its policies. 
Thus, 
friendlier 
ralations 
with Pek ing might now be in 
the 
interest 
of 
(he 
United 
States. 
There 
is 
certainly 
much 
to 
gain 
from 
a 
diplomatic thaw and little to 
lose. 
For one thing, the balance 
of power in Southeast Asia is 
changing. Red China and not 
Russia is now the dominant 
force in the Asian Communist 
front 
which 
includes 
North 
Vietnam. North Korea, Laos 
and Cambodia. 
It is no longer the men in 
Moscow but P ek ing’s leaders 
who are in a position to cause 
an end to the w ar in Vietnam. 
Equally 
im portant 
is 
the 
escalating 
Russian - Chinese 
ideological 
quarrel. 
Pek ing 
and 
Moscow 
are 
rivals 
for 
leadership 
of 
the 
world 
Communist 
movement 
in 
Lenin's name. 
In 
addition, 
the 
Chinese 
have 
ancient and 
legitimate 
n a t i o n a l i s t grounds for 
r e s e n t m e n t 
against 
the 
Russian 
czars 
and 
their 
Com m unist successors. 
The 
possibility 
oí 
detente 


between the United States and 
China is therefore a growing 
and nagging concern to the 
Soviet leaders. They see it as 
evidence 
of 
an 
American 
Chinese plot against Russia. 
One of 
the 
most 
delicate 
diplomatic task s for the Nixon 
adm inistration 
m ay 
well 
be 
how 
to 
ease 
relations 
with 
Pek ing 
without 
antagonizing 
Russia. 
The 
President 
m ade 
it 
repeatedly clear that he wants 
to 
be 
neither 
China's 
ally 
against the Soviet Union nor 
the Soviet Union’s ally against 
China. 
But this is no reason why 
the United States should play 
Moscow’s gam e and help the 
Russians 
to 
k eep 
China 
isolated. 
Moreover, the admission of 
Pek ing to the United Nations 
Security Council 
without, 
of course, depriving Taiwan 
of 
a 
seat 
in 
the 
General 
Assembly 
could we!! be a 
m ajor 
contribution 
toward 
lowering world tension. 
Regretfully, the debate on 
Nixon's 
foreign 
policy 
is 
dominated by partisanship. 
His liberal and leftist critics 
the "revisionists" 
reject 
altogether 
the 
underlying 
assum ptions 
w h i c h 
have 
guided American policy since 
the end of World War II. 
T h r 
conservatives 
and 
rightists, on their part, reject 
as a m atter of conviction any 
adjustm ents in this policy to 
suit changing 
historical

cum stances. 


W he n 
Suprem e 
Court

W arren 
E. 
Burger 
spok e 
on 
May 
18 
to

w arned, in effect, "Lawyers, 
clean your own house.” And 
the lawyers present applauded 
him to the rooftop. 
We 
have 
about 
300.000 
lawyers in our country. Wise 
Justice 
Burger 
hastened 
to 
endorse their conduct, ethics 
and standards as a whole — 
solid 
in 
his 
praise — 
and 
emphasized that he referred 
to "only a tiny fragm ent of 
r e c k l e s s . 
irresponsible 
law yers.” 
But 
why, 
the 
disgusted public m ust ask , are 
they not disbarred? 
The obligation to k ick them 
out of the legal profession and 
k ick them out of our courts 
is obvious. The m achinery for 
disbarm ent 
exists. 
And 
the 
first 
rem edy 
clearly 
rests 
am ong 
the 
lawyers 
them 
selves. Can they honestly say 
they have not shirk ed it? 
P r o f e s s i o n a l men are 
notoriously reluctant to side 
against, 
expose

(Have you ever

seem able to get. 
As long ago as July 18 20,

Kunstler

conference in Oak land. Calif.,

disciplined in the world and 
nowhere is there m ore zealous 
advocacy." 
Lawyers or bar associations 
excused

pressing 
disbarm ent of 
lawyers who most certainly 
should be disbarred 
on the 
claim 
of 
endangering 
ad­ 
vocacy are a combination of 
complacency and cowardice, 
or worse. Support the lawyers 
and bar association in your
